to reliable information obtained 
by the editor of this newspaper. 
True, 
the survey reveals, that 
full professors in a few of the 
leading colleges receive as much 
as $10,000 a year, but this num­ 
ber forms only a sm all fraction of 
teachers of this 
rank, even 
in 
the 
leading 
u n iversities 
Less 
than one-half of all the colleges 
included in this survey pay their 
full professors more than $3,000 
a year. 
There are eighteen col­ 
leges paying their full professors 
less than $2,000 a year. 
Some sixty colleges pay their 
instructors $1,500 or less. 
E ig ht 
colleges actually 
pay th eir in­ 
structors less than $1,000 a year. 
The salaries paid to teachers in 
the 
elem entary 
grades 
of 
the 
schools of 
New York 
City are 
higher than this, even in the first 
year. 
It frequently happens th a t 
the superintendents and janitors 
of the college buildings a re bet­ 
ter paid th a n m any of the teach­ 
ers. 
Almost every college included 
in 
the 
survey 
has 
raised 
its 
tuition fees since the w ar. 
Yet 
no college supports 
itself 
from 
this source alone. 
The salaries of 
professors and instructors have 
also been increased in practically 
all of the 300 colleges. 
In 
sum m arizing 
the 
survey 
the statem ent is made th a t few 
colleges 
today 
pay 
adequate 
salaries 
to 
th e ir faculties and 
th a t the average income of the 
teaching staff com pares unfavor­ 
ably with th a t of skilled labor.

In these columns last April, reference 
was made to the wen 
known tact that, in cold weather especially, a

in the 
mixture be heavy enough so that, even when thus pre-diluted. 
It will have the viscosity necessary for proper lubrication. 
lo other 
words this special oil would be as much thinned when it is put into 
the engine as would ordinary oil after 160 or 200 miles of running, but 
would become no thinner during its entire period of service and would 
have sufficient viscosity at all times—the object sought being a lubri­ 
cant of constant and adequate body, particularly adapted for cold 
weather use 
ODe reason for the use of such a special lubricant is as 
follows: 
Ordinary oil of sufficient viscosity, especially when first put 
Into use, is so heavy, when very cold, as to make starting extremely 
difficult if not sometimes Impossible and furthermore it is too viscous 
to circulate through lubricating passages, thus involving danger of 
scored cylinders and these troubles persist in lessening degree until the 
oil has thinned out at the end of a couple of hundred miles. 
With 
this special constant-viscosity oil, starting troubles and danger of 
Initial lack of lubrication should be greatly reduced, without danger of 
any lack In normal running lubrication, during the expected life of the 
charge. Such oil is now on the market.

State 
Geologist Declares That 
Goal Has Placed Pennsylvania 
in 
Leading 
Position. 


H arrisburg.— Pennsylvania 
might 
be more attractiv e to tho motorist and 
the aviator, but it would have neither 
its present population nor its industry, 
if it w ere without coal deposits, ac-! 
cording to Dr. George H. Ashley, state j 
geologist. 
W ithout coal the state would not 
have its influence in national affairs, I 
would not have had the influence it 
i wielded in the wars of the pa#t and, 


probably would not deserve the name 
— Keystone state— he said. 
Tracing the industrial 
growth 
of 
th e sta te through coal, the geologist 
chose 
Allegheny 
county 
as an il­ 
lustration. 
lie pointed out th at the 
existence of the coal wa# known there 
as early as the middle of the 18th 
century, for in 1760 coal was being 
mined on the south side of the M onon-I 
gahela river across from F o rt Pitt. 
By 1794, Pittsburgh had a steam en­ 
gine and in a num ber of m anufactur­ 
ing processes this fuel began to dis­ 
place wood 
By the middle of the 19th century 
Pittsburg h 
had 
rolling 
mill 
and 
foundries, besides 
other 
industries, 
using coal for fuel and while in those 
day# the iron ore was mined in < ast* rn , 
Pennsylvania and shipped west, the 
iron industry grew around the coal j 
beds and has continued to expand at 
those points, even though the ore now 
comes from the northeast. 
Pointing out that the value of the 
state mining and m etallurgy products 


in 1923 was more than one billion dol­ 
lars, Doctor Ashley said th a t today 
while Pennsylvania produces less than 
I uz per cent of the iron mined in the 
United 
States it m anufacturers 30 
and 40 per cent of the pig iron made 
in the country. 
“ Pennsylvania mines no zinc ore,’’ 
he continued, “but her furnaces pro­ 
duce 16 per cent of all the zinc ob­ 
tained in th e 
United 
States. 
She 
brings metal ores from every corner 
of the globe and smelts them to ob­ 
tain m etals from which she m anufac­ 
tures nearly every metal thing known 
to man and exports those things to 
the end of the world. 
W ithout coal 
there would he few if any blast fu r­ 
naces n r rolling mills in Pennsylvania 
or the one thousand ami one industries 
th a t have grow n up around them and 
because of them. 
“ N or is that all. 
U ke in the house 
th at Jack built, one thing leads to a n ­ 
other. 
O ur coal mines brought our 
blast 
furnaces, our blast 
furnaces 
brought our coke industry ($138,000,- 


000 a year), our fire brick industry 
($25,000,000), our limestone-for-flux 
industry, our molding sand industry, 
etc. 


“ But rem ove the coal mining, th e 
metallurgical and secondary metal in­ 
dustries and you have removed two- 
thirds of th e local people and wealth 
th at make market# for other industries 
of the state,— from 
newspapers to 
freight (two-thirds of which is cred­ 
ited to minerals and mineral prod­ 
ucts) you have removed a large p a rt 
of the fem ale labor that gives Penn­ 
sylvania a 283 million dollar silk in­ 
dustry; and so on to the end of the 
story of the ’Hou««e that Jack built.’ ”

This roadbed was built as the first 
step in a program lo increase the 
speed of railroad trains to that of 
airplanes 
without

When President Frank ft. Alfred of 
the Pere Marquette Announced his 
plan, he said: 
"If it’s speed the pub­ 
lic wants we can give it to them. 
By the new system we can carry peo­ 
ple as fast as they want to go.” 
Engineers who have studied thin 
new section of track under operation 
state that it will permit the increas­ 
ed speed and at the same time meet 
the most rigid safety requirements. 
Officials of the Pere Marquette report 
that when riding over this roadbed, 
they do not hear the “click” usually 
perceived when the car wheels pass 
over a rail joint. 
Investigations made of the road­ 
bed when trains were passing over 
it show that there Is no perceptible 
deflection in either the track or the 
concrete slab.

Four-wheel brakes and larger bal­ 
loon tires are now features of the 
Oldsmobilos displayed at the automo­ 
bile show. 
The brakes, of an 
im­ 
proved design, and the new 30x5.25 
inch balloon tires were added to Olds­ 
mobile without increase in price and 
announced by officials of Olds Motor 
Works at the opening of the New 
York automobile show. 
I 
The type of four-wheel brakes used 
was decided upon after extensive ex- 
] periments to determine the style best 
suited to the Oldsmobile chassis. The 
front wheel brakes are light in weight, 
thus adding easy steering, are self 
energizing and enclosed and fully pro­ 
tected against road dirt, water or oil. 
A three-shoe, internal expanding 
brake is used on the front wheels. 
When the foot pedal is depressed a 
cam inside the brake operates the 
shoes against the drum. 
The revolv­ 
ing of the front wheels adds to the 
braking force through 
the self-en­ 
ergizing principle of the brake con­ 
struction. 
The front 
wheel 
brake 
drums are 12 inches in diameter and 
tho brake lining is 194 inches wide by 
3-16 of an inch thick. 
Only two ad­ 
justments are required to keep the 
brakes at their highest efficiency. 
The rear brakes are the standard 
external contracting brakes that have 
proven so efficient on the Oldsmobile. 


The hookup of the front and rear 
brakes operates through equalizers 
which gives even pressure to each 
wheel. 
A new front axle has been installed. 
It is of the conventional reverse Elliot 
type with the king pin inclined at an 
angle to relieve brake pressure on 
the iriner front wheel when a turn is 
being made. 
The hand, or parking brake, func­ 
tions on the rear wheels.
